Council questions boost to police

Mayor says bonuses were negotiated; Rossi calls it ‘unadulterated greed’ 


In a town budget rising from 
$100.30 million in fiscal 2018 to 
$103.88 in fiscal 2019, it was po¬ 
lice union contracts signed in 


2013 and 2017 that attracted the 
most attention at this week’s bud¬ 
get workshops. 

When several city councilors 


questioned the transfer of funds 
from the Police Departments uni¬ 
form and firearms qualification re¬ 
imbursement accounts to its lon¬ 


gevity bonus pay account, Mayor 
William Sapelli said he had to do 
it, under a negotiated contract. 
The result of the change, said 


City Councilor Robert Rossi, a for¬ 
mer police officer, is that officers 
will now be able to count as salary 
the reimbursements they receive 
from the town for buying their

Despite rain, Relay surpasses goal by $ 23 K

Cancer does not stop because of rain, 
so 200 participants in the Relay for Life last 
weekend didn’t let the weather stop them, 
either. 

This was the seventh year for the Amer¬ 


ican Cancer Society fundraiser in Agawam, 
and it was one of the most successful. More 
than $55,000 has been raised to date, with 
more donations still coming in. This amount 
shattered the Relay’s goal of $32,000. 

“You are amazing,” Janine Iacolo told 
teams when she announced the tally at 
the close of the six-hour event on May 19 


at School Street Park. “The rain could not 
dampen our spirits — especially when we 
are $23,000 over our goal.” 

Iacolo, who chaired the event leader¬ 
ship committee that organized the Relay, 
added that donations can still be accepted

Names to 
remember 

Mazzie will lead parade, 
Mazzei will ring bell as 
town honors its fallen

A s Agawam gathers to honor 
those who gave their lives 
in military service, all eyes 
will be on two veterans with similar 
names. 

Frank Mazzie will be the marshal 
of the town’s Memorial Day parade 
on Monday, May 28. Frank Mazzei 
will perform his usual duty ringing 
the bell on the Veterans Green in 
honor of Agawam’s war dead. 

Mazzie, the parade marshal, was 
born in Springfield in 1924 and served 
in the U.S. Marine Corps from 1942 to 
1946. During his service, he served in 
the Pacific Theater of World War II, in¬ 
cluding campaigns at Guam, Guadal¬ 
canal, Saipan, Wake Island, Okinawa 
and the first wave at Iwo Jima. 

Prior to being sent overseas, he 
spent 1942 to 1943 serving as part 
of the personal guard for President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and then was 
an honor guard at Arlington Nation¬ 
al Cemetery until his deployment in

Councilors fault capital plan’s 
tax impact, lack of sewers

Historical Museum open Mon 


Mayor William Sapelli’s five- 
year capital plan is trying to do 
too much, and it’s also not do¬ 
ing enough, city councilors said 
Monday. 

Despite their criticisms of 
the plan, councilors voted unan¬ 
imously to adopt it. Sapelli ac¬ 
knowledged it is an “aggressive” 
spending plan and said, like the 
plans submitted by his predeces¬ 
sors, it’s just a “wish list.” Each 
project would have to be approved 
individually by the City Council. 

The biggest items on the wish 
list — a new combination town 
hall and police station, to be 
started in fiscal 2020, and a new 
Early Childhood Center to be 
started in fiscal 2021 — would be 
a tough sell to taxpayers, Coun¬ 
cilor Gina Letellier said. 

“Nobody disagrees about the 
need,” she said. “It’s really a mat¬ 
ter of prioritizing.” 

Apart from concerns about 
spending on building projects, 
some councilors also faulted the 
plan for what it didn’t include — 
phase II and phase III sewers in 
Feeding Hills. 

“There’s a lot of building in 
here,” said Councilor Rosemary 
Sandlin. “But we have a lot of 
people looking for ... some sort 
of plan going forward for sewers.” 

Even without the sewers, 
however, the plan calls for an 


ambitious level of borrowing, 
which could result in a large 
property tax increase. 

“I don’t know how realistic it 
is that in a five-year period, we’re 
going to triple our spending 
on principal and interest,” said 
Council President Christopher 
Johnson said. 

If the capital plan were fol¬ 
lowed exactly, Agawam could 
see its annual spending on cap¬ 
ital bonds rise from $2.27 million 
in fiscal 2019 to $6.90 million in 
fiscal 2023. That would include 
both of the big projects, as well 
as smaller planned capital items 
such as vehicles and equipment, 
and, in the last year of the plan, 
a new fire station to better serve 
southwestern Feeding Hills. 

Sapelli said the capital plan 
is subject to revision from year 
to year, with items included to 
show that they are on the admin¬ 
istration’s radar. He said the plan 
is not a promise that any partic¬ 
ular item will be done at any par¬ 
ticular time. 

“We put a lot of things in 
here,” Sapelli said. “We realize if 
we get even half of these [done], 
that’s great.” 

He said it would likely be “im¬ 
possible” to “go back-to-back” 
with such large capital projects 
as the town hall and ECC. 

Agawam resident Corinne 
Wingard, who spoke during the 
public hearing, said Sapelli and 
the council shouldn’t be afraid to 


spend money to address identi¬ 
fiable deficiencies at the current 
Town Hall, which lacks handicap 
accessibility; the ECC, a cramped 
space that has been the “tempo¬ 
rary” home of preschool classes 
for more than a decade; and the 
police station, a converted ele¬ 
mentary school that the depart¬ 
ment has outgrown. 

“We have to be prepared to 
pay somewhat more taxes in 
order to get things done for our 
town,” she said. “The longer we 
wait, the more it’s going to cost 
us in future generations.” 

Not everyone agrees that 
a completely new town hall is 
necessary. Councilor Robert 
Magovern said he would like to 
see an addition built behind the 
current building, with an eleva¬ 
tor to provide handicap accessi¬ 
bility. George Bitzas said the lo¬ 
cation of the current Town Hall, 
on Main Street near the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge, is the “most 
valuable land in Agawam,” and 
should remain the site of town 
government. 

Sapelli had said last month 
that the 2-acre Main Street par¬ 
cel is too small for the planned 
combination police and admin¬ 
istration building. 

Both Magovern and Feeding 
Hills resident William Clark, 
who spoke at the public hearing, 
joined Sandlin in asking that the 
mayor give a higher priority to 
sewer system expansion.

OUR VIEW 

Bring the 
kids to see 
America 

E very child loves a parade. But what 
comes after the parade on May 28 
is what’s really worth seeing. 

By all means, bring your kid to 
the Memorial Day parade along Main 
Street in Agawam. Hear the band. See 
the scouts and baseball players. If 
your kid is one of the scouts or base¬ 
ball players, encourage her or him to 
march. But don’t let the day end there. 

As the parade breaks up on School 
Street, linger for a few minutes on 
the Veterans Green, the lawn beside 
Phelps School. Listen to the politi¬ 
cians’ speeches or not, but make sure 
your children watch the veterans. 
Watch their military bearing and pre¬ 
cision uncorrupted by age. Watch how 
they pay respect to those whose sac¬ 
rifice only a compatriot-in-arms can 
truly understand. 

City Councilor Robert Magovern 
made a special appeal this week to the 
parents of Agawam to bring their chil¬ 
dren to the Memorial Day commemo¬ 
rations this Monday morning. He said 
attending Memorial Day services as a 
child was his own introduction to civ¬ 
ics, one of his first memories of com¬ 
munity life in Agawam. It’s instructive 
for young eyes to watch a cross-sec¬ 
tion of the community — kids, teens, 
grownups — come together to honor 
those who sacrificed everything for 
our nation. They learn, in Magovern’s 
words, “what this country is about.” 

It’s a lesson we need now more than 
ever — both because of the acrimony 
of politics in America these days, our 
drift away from fundamental princi¬ 
ples in pursuit of momentary victories 
on cable television, social media and 
instant polling, and also because it’s 
been a while since Agawam, in partic¬ 
ular, was able to celebrate Memorial 
Day properly. 

For the past two years, inclement 
weather has canceled Agawam’s annu¬ 
al Memorial Day parade. Sadly, the ef¬ 
fect on attendance has been profound. 
Last year’s ceremony in the Doering 
School auditorium was beautiful and 
inspiring — but witnessed by more 
empty chairs than actual people. The 
long-range outlook shows thunder¬ 
storms again this year, though they are 
projected to hold off until the after¬ 
noon. With a little bit of luck, Agawam 
will stay dry long enough for both the 
parade and the traditional ceremony 
with wreaths laid at the town’s war 
memorials, speeches from the Veter¬ 
ans Green gazebo, the haunting sound 
of a bugler sounding taps as wind tugs 
at the flag. 

It is civic ceremonies like this, not 
the 24-hour news cycle and crisis du 
jour, that connect us with our coun¬ 
trymen and our past. In towns across 
America, similar scenes will play out 
in parks, cemeteries and Town Hall 
lawns. The wreaths. The speeches. The 
VFW and the Legion. The bugle. The 
flag. The moment of silence. 

And down through Agawam’s his¬ 
tory, similar scenes have played out, 
many of them on that same Veterans 
Green. The ritual of Memorial Day 
does more than simply remind us that 
others have bled and died for our free¬ 
doms; it reminds us that our neigh¬ 
bors, and our forebears, also recog¬ 
nized and respected this debt. 

Memorial Day, that solemn, heart¬ 
felt day of acknowledgement, truly is 
what this country is about. Let’s make 
sure our next generation can see that.

6 ■ 1 aith Matters” is the name of this week¬ 
ly ly newspaper column written by pastors 
JL representing the Agawam Clergy Associa¬ 
tion. Each of us brings our own personality in an 
attempt to cause you to take a moment 
of your life and consider your spiritu¬ 
al well-being. We are humble men and 
women, whom God has called to serve 
the town of Agawam caring for the spiri¬ 
tual needs of our community. 

Everyone in town needs our services, 
but few take advantage of this import¬ 
ant resource. To be fair, when it comes 
to weddings and funerals, we are sought 
after to provide the necessary religious 
rites, but the remainder of the time most 
people do not consider our services to 
have much practical daily value. At one time in 
American history, the pastor was held in high es¬ 
teem. There was a respect for the person whom 
God had ordained to oversee the spiritual needs 
of the community. It is not an occupation people 
choose for its earthly rewards (for the vast majority 
of pastors do not heap up great amounts of wealth), 
but they are called by God to serve as a shepherd, 
caring for people who need spiritual guidance.

Judith Clini, library director

Judith Clini has been involved with 
the Agawam Public Library more or less 
since she was a teenager at Agawam 
High School. She is married and has a 
grown daughter who has followed her 
mother into the field of library science. 
While still in high school, Clini worked 
part-time at all three of Agawam’s for¬ 
mer library branches. She graduated 
from Westfield State College with a de¬ 
gree in English education, and earned 
a master’s degree in library science 
from Southern Connecticut Univer¬ 
sity. She then went back to Agawam’s 
library full-time, eventually becoming 
its director in 2002. 

The year she became director coin¬ 
cided with the building of the addition 
that turned the library from what was 
basically what is now the children’s 
section into the structure it currently 
is. Throughout the process of adding 
on, she notes that the library stayed 
open to patrons even though that in¬ 
volved moving books from one sec¬ 
tion to another as work progressed. 

Her responsibilities are mostly ad¬ 
ministrative, dealing with the budget, 


state reports, and payroll, along with 
scheduling use of the meeting rooms. 
However, she makes every effort to 
stay involved with the part of the job 
she likes best, working di¬ 
rectly with the public. She 
occasionally takes a turn 
in the children’s section or 
at the circulation desk, and 
can usually be found at the 
main reference desk on 
Wednesday nights. She ex¬ 
plains that doing such tasks 
keeps her in touch with any 
problems her staff may have 
and also allows her to inter¬ 
act with residents who use 
library services. 

One method the library uses to ex¬ 
pand its resources is membership in 
the Central/We stern Massachusetts 
Automated Resource Sharing (C/ 
WMARS) program. This program is 
one of several consortiums across the 
state that allows individual libraries 
and their patrons access to materi¬ 
als and technology they would not be 
able to afford on their own. The Mas¬ 
sachusetts Library System, used by all 
of these consortiums, delivers about 


10 bins a day of interlibrary loan ma¬ 
terials to Agawam. In addition to hard 
copies of books and magazines, the li¬ 
brary also offers e-books and about 70 
digital magazines, as well 
as music for downloading. 

Clini said she appreciates 
that her dependable staff is 
very efficient and does not 
need to be micro-managed. 
They are currently in the be¬ 
ginning stages of a project 
that will offer, as many area 
libraries do, items for loan 
that patrons may want to 
borrow but not actually pur¬ 
chase for themselves, such as 
special cake pans or stringed 
musical instruments. They hope to have 
many of these items donated or pur¬ 
chased by the Friends of the Library. 

Clini believes the library must 
adapt to the changing needs of the 
world in order to stay relevant. As she 
points out, “The Agawam Public Li¬ 
brary is much more than books.”

1944. 

“He would sit and have 
breakfast with the presi¬ 
dent. That’s pretty cool,” 
said Aldo Mancini, chair¬ 
man of the Agawam Veter¬ 
ans Council. “He’s honored 
to [be the parade marshal]. 
He seems like a nice guy. He 
sounds pretty excited for it.” 

In 1952, Mazzie married 
Millie Worthington and they 
had one daughter, Dianne 
Vecchiarelli. He worked 38 
years at the Springfield Wa¬ 
terworks and 50 years at the 
Riverside Rollaway skating 
rink in Agawam. 

The Veterans Council 
makes the decision on who 
will be the marshal each 
year. Mancini met Mazzie 
at a wake for Ralph King in 
February and everything 
fell into place from there. 

“We were at the wake 
and we saw this gentle¬ 
man sitting with the mili¬ 
tary hat on. We went over 
and started talking to him 
and thought he’d be a good 
prospect to be a parade 
marshal, so we chose him,” 
Mancini explained. 

Frank Mazzei has been 
the bell-ringer on the green 
during the Memorial Day 
and Veterans Day ceremo¬ 
nies for the past 18 years. 
Mazzei said that he finally 
got to meet his fellow veter¬ 
an and near-namesake this 
past year, also at the wake 
for Ralph King. 

“I kept running into this 
gentleman at different pa¬ 
rades and I kept trying to 
talk to him about his ser¬ 
vice and stuff, and some¬ 
one said ‘his name is Frank 
Mazzie,’ and I said ’yeah, 
okay,’” Mazzei recalled.

“He served on FDR’s honor 
guard and we found that 
very interesting.” 

Mazzei said that both he 
and Mazzie are descended 
from Filippo Mazzei, who 
was a close friend of Thom¬ 
as Jefferson and served as 
an agent for the colonies 
during the Revolutionary 
War. He added that their 
families back in Italy have 
connected as well. 

Mazzei served in the U.S. 
Army and Air Force in the 
1980s. He was stationed in 
countries across the globe, 
with his final stint coming 
in Japan in the late 1980s. 

“There aren’t many plac¬ 
es in the world I haven’t 
traveled,” he said of his mil¬ 
itary service. 

An Amherst native, Maz¬ 
zei moved to town in 1996, 
when he married JoAnn 
Bosini. He joined the Veter¬ 
ans Council between 1999 
and 2000 and took over the 
bell-ringing duties. The bell 
is tolled one time for each 
Agawam resident that has 
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the bell during last year’s Vet¬ 
erans Day ceremony. FILE PHOTO 

died in service to the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

“We’re remembering all 
those that have given their 
life for their country,” Maz¬ 
zei explained. “Whether 
they actually died overseas 
or came home and died of 
their wounds. Memorial 
Day is about memorializ¬ 
ing,” Mazzei said. 

The morning’s events 
will feature half a dozen 
wreath ceremonies, leading 
up to the parade at 10 a.m. 

“It’s a very special, very 
solemn remembrance 
ceremony’’ said Veterans 
Services Director Richard 
Girard. “It’s important that 


everybody stop and hon¬ 
or the people that died for 
their country’’ 

The first wreath laying 
ceremony will take place at 
7 a.m. at the Vietnam Vet¬ 
erans Memorial Bridge in 
North Agawam, in partner¬ 
ship with the West Spring- 
field Veterans Council. 
American Legion Post 185 
will hold another at 7:25 
a.m. followed by a 7:40 a.m. 
ceremony at Springfield 
Street Cemetery. Granger 
School will host an 8 a.m. 
ceremony. After an 8:15 a.m. 
ceremony at South West- 
field Cemetery, the final 
wreath will be placed at 8:30 
a.m. on the grounds of the 
Agawam Center Cemetery. 

The parade steps off at 
10 a.m. It will assemble at 
the Doering School and 
Town Hall and proceed 
down Main Street to the 
Veterans Green, which will 
be followed by a ceremony 
featuring guest speakers 
and Taps. The parade will 
feature almost 40 groups 
including the Agawam High 
School band, town officials, 
boy and girl scouts, sever¬ 
al town businesses and, of 
course, public safety offi¬ 
cers and veterans. 

Mayor William Sapelli 
said “we’re fortunate” to live 
in a country where individ¬ 
uals are willing to risk, and 
sacrifice, their lives to pro¬ 
tect the country’s freedom. 

“It’s a day we should cer¬ 
tainly hold in high regard 
and a day everyone should 
celebrate,” Sapelli said.

own uniforms and completing their mandated firearms 
tests on their own time. The boost in salary will mean 
higher pension payouts when they retire — and a high¬ 
er burden for taxpayers. 

“It’s pure unadulterated greed on the part of the 
union, and pure stupidity on the part of the person who 
negotiated it,” Rossi said Tuesday. 

He also questioned whether it was legal to pay bo¬ 
nuses from the longevity account for any purpose other 
than length of service. 

Sapelli said he was not involved in the negotiations, 
but the town is bound by its agreement with the unions. 
This year’s transfer of funds reflects changes in the 2017 
patrolmen’s contract. Sapelli said the uniform and fire¬ 
arms reimbursements had already been folded into the 
longevity account for superior officers, under the terms 
of their contract signed in 2013. 

“We’re obligated to fulfill that requirement,” said Sa¬ 
pelli. “That’s what was agreed upon by the administra¬ 
tion at the time. Whether we agree with it or disagree 
with it, that’s something we have to take up in the next 
negotiation.” 

The mayor’s 2019 budget increases the longevity 
account by $79,500. The uniform account is decreased 
by $49,500 and the firearms qualification account by 
$23,900. 

Reclassifying reimbursements as bonus salaries 
would affect pension payments for the entire length of 
an officer’s retirement — “20,30,40 years,” said Council¬ 
or Joseph Mineo. “That’s astronomical. When a taxpayer 
looks at this, they’ve got to really think we’re buffoons.” 

In addition to the police, the firefighters’ union has 
included a similar provision in its most recent union 
contract, Sapelli said. Councilor Rosemary Sandlin said 
she worried that if these provisions are allowed to stand, 
other unions in town would ask for similar benefits. 

Fiscal 2019 is the 12 months beginning July 1, 2018. 
Sandlin had also led the vote at the May 21 council meet¬ 
ing to table a transfer of $20,000 from the firearms qual¬ 
ification account and $50,000 from the uniform account 
to the longevity account for the current budget year. 

Rossi said if the contract cannot be changed, he 
would like to see the Police Department abolish the re¬ 
imbursements altogether and return to its previous prac¬ 
tice of paying for uniforms directly and having officers 
complete their firearms qualifications while on duty. 

Other highlights of the mayor’s budget: 

• Several Town Hall employees would gain new re¬ 
sponsibilities and higher salaries. For example, the cur¬ 
rent administrative assistant in the Planning and Com¬ 
munity Development Department would be promoted 
to assistant town planner, allowing the department 
head to focus on economic development; and a sani¬ 
tarian will join the Health Department to help with the 
backlog of public health inspections, to be transferred 
from the Inspectional Services Department. 

• Four new firefighters would be hired, allowing the 
town to put a third ambulance into service. Ambulance 
receipts would offset two of the new salaries. 

• Three new patrolmen would be hired at the Police 
Department, with a reduction in the overtime account. 

• The Law Department would be restructured, with 
higher base salaries for the town solicitor and assistant 
solicitor, and a lower budget for hourly wages. 

• A new assistant building inspector would be hired, 
as would a new assistant plumber in the Building Mainte¬ 
nance Department, and a new transportation coordinator 
at the Senior Center so that the van can run more hours.

AHS senior cited for patriotic art

Agawam’s Sashaeliza Torres was pre¬ 
sented with a citation and a cash prize last 
week as a runner-up in the Veterans of For¬ 
eign Wars Auxiliary’s Young American Cre¬ 
ative Patriot Art contest.

online through the Relay 
for Life of Agawam web¬ 
site until Aug. 31. 

Participants donned 
rain gear and held umbrel¬ 
las as they walked around 
School Street Park from 
6 p.m. to midnight. They 
honored cancer survivors 
and caregivers and re¬ 
membered those who lost 
their lives to cancer. They 
pledged to never give up on 
their mission to knock out 
cancer once and for all. 

Teresa Dion, a cervi¬ 
cal cancer survivor whose 
17-year-old son is a pediatric 
cancer survivor and whose 
husband died from cancer, 
shared her determination to 
keep fighting against cancer 
despite all the blows her fam¬ 
ily has suffered. 

“Cancer is just a word, 
not a sentence,” said Dion, 
who lives in Springfield. 
She told participants to 
never give up hope and to 
use every means possible in 
battling cancer, including 
faith. She talked about her 
son’s ongoing struggle to 
beat thyroid cancer. He was 
just 5 when doctors discov¬ 


ered a huge mass had en¬ 
gulfed his thyroid. 

Dion said her son is her 
hero in the way he has han¬ 
dled his illness. He became 
a case study, and 12 years 
after his diagnosis, he re¬ 
mains in treatment and 
continues to take medica¬ 
tion that has shrunk and 
suppressed the mass. 

“We just hope and pray 
the mass behaves and stays 
suppressed,” she said. 

A ceremonial “Survi¬ 
vor’s Lap” marked the start 
of the Relay. Survivors and 
caregivers marched togeth¬ 


er around the soggy park as 
other participants cheered 
for them. 

This year’s theme, 
“There’s No Place Like 
Hope,” was a variation of 
the quote, “There’s no place 
like home,” from the 1939 
film “The Wizard of Oz.” This 
inspired Relay teams to dec¬ 
orate campsites using sym¬ 
bols from the movie. Mem¬ 
bers of each team took turns 
walking a designated route 
at the park. At least one per¬ 
son from each team walked 
at all times, to symbolize 
that cancer never rests.

They are not the same team that 
mowed through the competition en 
route to four sectional championships in 
five years, but they are still contenders.

Sights set on Bombers 


Agawam looking to 
dethrone Westfield 
in W. Mass, playoffs

Westfield High has won the 
Western Massachusetts volleyball 
championship for the last three 
years. Agawam, the last cham¬ 
pion preceding them, will try to 
prevent the Bombers from mak¬ 
ing it four. While some may say 
that the Brownies are back, they 
really have not gone anywhere. In 
fact, Agawam seems as strong as 
ever taking a major step with a 3-1 
win over a resurgent Minnechaug 
squad. The Brownies improved to 
14-2 overall. 

Before this Westfield run, which 
began in 2015, Agawam dominated 
the volleyball scene with back-to- 
back Western Mass, titles — state 
champions in 2013; state run¬ 
ners-up the following year. In those 


three years since, Agawam has 
been no lower than the third seed, 
making the semifinals twice before 
getting to the finals last year. 

Now they have a chance to 
topple this juggernaut. Pend¬ 
er says told his team that they 
would have to “sharpen the axe,” 
referring to a quote by Abraham 
Lincoln — “Give me six hours to 
chop down a tree and I will spend 
the first four sharpening the axe.” 
It is all about preparation. 

This marks the third season 
as head coach for Kevin Pender.

her was quite the daunting task. She 
built this program from the ground 
up. If nothing else, I knew I had to 
keep up her legacy.” 

His 2018 squad may be just the team 
to do it, not just for Agawam High, but 
also for the memory of a pioneer. Pat 
Demers died last fall at the age of 85. 

In their May 15 game against Min¬ 
nechaug, the Brownies won the first 
set 25-17 with a late run and fell in the 
second, 25-21. The third set followed 
much the same pattern as the first, 
giving them a 25-18 win. The deciding 
game was a battle from start to finish 
and actually came down to the final 
point. Agawam scored the last three 
to gain a 26-24 victory. 

Minnechaug scored the first point 
in the opener; Agawam answered 
with the next five. After a tie at 6-6, Joe 
Hendrickson’s tip gave the Brownies 
the lead for good. An Anthony Zeim- 
bekakis ace closed it to 14-12, but 
soon after a Ben Yovenko kill made it 
20-15. A Hendrickson block ended it. 


The Falcons went up 3-0 with an 
ace by Zeimbekakis, but with Ru¬ 
bin Yukhimets serving, the Brownies 
went up 7-4. A nine-point run by Min¬ 
nechaug with Zeimbekakis serving 
changed the lead from 15-10 for Aga¬ 
wam to 19-15 for Minnechaug result¬ 
ed. They tied it at 15-15 on a block by 
John Cowles and took the lead on a 
Brandon Hapgood block. Minnechaug 
held on for the win. 

Minnechaug led early in the third 
set and by the midpoint, it was tied at 
12-12.

Today, according to the Drive-In Theatre Association, there 
are 324 remaining in the country. This rural drive-in movie 
theatre on the Massachusetts-New Hampshire state line is 
one of the few survivors of the drive-in era.
